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EXAMINER'S REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest the recited multilayer polylactic acid 
film, wherein the first layer has predominantly amorphous and the second layer is predominately 
crystalline, wherein the film has the recited shrinkage properties (claim 1-2); or a method of 
making said multilayer film by coextrusion, followed by application of an inorganic layer (claim 
4). OYA ET AL '276 and JP 15-094585 (JP 2003-094585) and JP 15-062933 (JP 2003-062933) 
and JP 10-151715 disclose multilayer polylactide films comprising an amorphous layer and a 
crystalline layer with the recited shrinkage.
